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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment and the supplemental amendment filed on 5/12/08 and 9/10/08 are 
entered. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 4, 44 have been amended. 
Claims 1-3, 5-42, 49-51 are canceled. 
Claims 4 and 43-48 are under examination . 

3. In view of amendment to the claims and arguments of record , all the rejections of record 
are withdrawn. 

Remarks 

4. Claims are drawn to a novel purified polypeptide SEQ. ID. NO:1 5 from salivary glands 
obtained from Sand fly Lutzomyia. longipalpis. Sand fly is a vector for transmitting Leishmania 
in humans. Therefore, the claimed salivary gland polypeptide is useful in preparing 
pharmaceutical composition for diagnosis, treatment of Leishmaniasis as the polypeptide has 
been shown to react to serum from patients. 

5. Claims 4 and 43-48 are allowed and have been renumbered as 1-7 respectively.
